London, Jan. 24. — In spite of the 
denials, ofHcial and semj-official, that 
have been made from manj' quarters, 
the report of the offensive and (Icfcusivc 
alliance betwee'n Kus;Kia and Turkuy, 
wlii(;li was jirinted i>y the Pall ^fall 
(lazette on Thursday, is not viewed witli 
ei;iire incredulity. Special desiiatches 
published by the London newspajiers 
this week from the European capitals, 
notably from Berlin, Paris and Vienna, 
show a tendency to admit the 
possiliility that a Knsso-Turkish treaty 
iniB betMi (roiicliidetl. It is jioiiited out 
with obvious jicssibility that Turkey's 
iinpei;uiiiosity may Inive driven her to 
Bciik an alliance as a means of obtaining 
il loan, as was the case recently with 
China. If such a treaty has in fact been 
conckitied it is certain that the fact will 
he kej)t secret until the last moment. 
•So far there has been no authentic con- 
firmation of the report from any quarter. 

WasiiingtoNj Jan. 24.— The dispatch 
giving the details of the treaty reported 
to liave been perfected between Russia 
aiul Turkey was circulated on the floor 
of the sena'to yesterday and read with 
espre.'^sioiis of Kcnoral interest, especial- 
ly by the nieinliers of the committee on 
forei;;;n riilations.

Tbe Japanese Annies in Formosa— Loss of 
the Steamer " Bonnington." 

At the time the just arrived .Hteamer 
Hankow left the (.)rieiil, on the '.tthinst., 
.i'aimtiese armies were being again hur- 
ritnliy dispatched to l'"ormosa, where the 
Chinese Black J-'lags had risen in rebel-' 
lion. The campaign is likely to prove 



short and sanguinary, as Japan has no 
ifahimK to gain by diplomatic aallying and 



her troops are inclined to pursue'a policy 
of extes^ination as fax as possible in 
dealing with the treacherous Chinese, 
Neither honor, glory nor reward is to be 
looked for in this campaign, and the 
Japanese armies accordingly promise to 
make short work of it. 'In Oriental 
■dililomatic circles the possibility of a 
KussoJajianese alliance is regarded as 
further away than ever, while the com- 
plications of Korea continue to increase 
with alarming r:i|iidity, threatening 
another erujition in the llermit King- 
dom before many months have passed. 

The Japanese nress publish telegrams 
from Seoul of December ;U which state 
that the Korean budget had been pre- 
eente<ito the cabinet for consideration 
and showed a deficit of 1,400,0(X) for the 
next fiscal year. So Kuang Pom, re- 
cecently apjwinted minister to Washing, 
ton, left Seoul for his post on December 
30. Sentence was to be passed the same 
day on Li Do Tetsu and other defend- 
iints in the second revolt case. Li Do 
Tetsu and Lin Sai Shu, it was expected, 
would 1h; condemned to death, and An 
Kien Su and Yi Chai Shun to exile. 

The British steamer Bonnington, 
which left Yokohama on December .S for 
Kobe and has not been heard of since, 
has been given n|) for lost. A quantity 
of wreckage believed to have beloiif^edto 
her was sighted by a Japanese steamer 
on the afternoon of December .31, and 
IT. M.S. Edgar found no trace of the lost 
vessel on a searching cruise she had just 
cvimpleted when the Hankow sailed for 
^'ictoria.

THE "ClIlirSTOFOKO COLOMl'.O." 

Arrival of 'the Italian Cruiser at the Ter- 
minal City— On- Her 'Way to Esqui- 
mau 

Vancouvku, ,Taii. ~i. — (.Special) — 
When the Italian cruiser made its ap- 
pearance in port this morning all sorts 
of rumors were afloat. Shortly after her 
arrival the Colonist representative put 
out to her and after much didlculty con- 
veyed by signs to the sailtors his desire 
to go aboard. Lieut. Romlio, who speaks 
English fluently, was called. He said 
the cruiser was in a dirty state from a 
long voyage and the orders were that no 
one would b3 allowed to visit the ship 
till the afternoon. 

He said : The Colombo is 'J,.500 ton- 
nage; 2,()75 1(1118 displacement, with r 
speed of sixteen knots. She carries six 
guns of six inches, two ot two inches and 
four of one inch. Her odicers are as 
follows: Captain Bertoliiii ; Com., 
Pre.'-bitcro ; Isl Lieut. Luigi D. Savoia; 
U'nd l.ieut. Cagni ; 3rd liieut. Homho; 
■1th Lieut. Kesio; 5th Lieut. Frigerio; 
Gth Lieut, de Filippi; Hub-Lieuts. 
Aynerick, Wiiispeare, Arrivalene, Fenzi, 
Tarack, Slaghek ; engineers, 1st, Ricci ; 
2nd,Carueil; nayniaster, Polti ; 1st sur- 
geon, Dr. Belli; 2nd, Dr. Giura. She 
carries 200 men and 8 officers. Among 
the latter it the Duke of Abruzzi, a mem- 
ber of the royal family of Italy, he being 
a nephew of the King. 

The Colombo is on a trip around the 
world, and has already visited India, 
China, the Philippine islaiiils, Australia, 
New Zealand, Tahiti, and Hawaii, com- 
ing tliruct here from Honolulu after a 
dirty passage. She proceeds to Ksqui- 
malt to-morrow evening or the next 
morning to remain several days for the 
purpose of giving the officers and crew 
relaxation on land after their long voy- 
age ; thence she goes to San I'rancisco. 
From there she will nroceed south, call- 
ing at a number of South American 
l)orta before rounding the Horti to make 
other calls on the Atlantic side of the 
continent. She then ^ea to England 
and home. The trip is practically for 
the benefit of the Duke, who is seeing 
the world. After 2 o'clock dinner a num- 
ber of consuls an(i otliera ]iaid their re- 
spects to the Duke and oflicers. The 
Colombo is very staunch , though com- 
jKiraliveiy not a powerful cruiser. 

Having come from Honolulu nothing 
was known nn board about the war 
scare, and her otiicers became very much 
interested when informed of recent oc- 
currences in F.urope. Pciiig told that 
(,ireat I'ritain was said to stand alone, 
one oflicer remarked in English, " No, 
my country is friendly to yours." The 
oflicers spoke of the great advantages of 
ICsquimalt. Mayor Collins has formally 
made the ofi:cers and crew welcome to 
the city. The officers look like stereo- 
typed English navy officers. Theireyes 
brightened wlien social festivities at the 
Capital were spoken of.

Havana, Jan. 24.— The latest move- 
ments reported of Geu. Maximo Gomez 
were tbat he was at the plantation of 
Blorales and passed the road near Chim- 

horazo, province of Haviinii, goiiii; 
souch\v:u-(l. III! appears to have liivuluil 
liis forcfjH and scut thuni on a march in 
several dirertioiis. Spanisli troojia are 
closely j)ursuing the iusurgenta, and it 
ia aaid that he will be unable to escape 
east, north or west! Gomez' position is 
looked ii])on liere as lieing ratlior crit- 
ical. 

Despite official denials, the report has 
spread here that .Antonio Mnceo has cap- 
tured the city of Pinar del Rio. A war- 
ship left Havana hurriedly at a late 
hour, caryin^' a liattalion of reinforce- 
ment!- and several liKht field pi(>eoa. Re- 
ports of liij,' rebel defeats around Pinar 
del Ilio ai-e beini; iriven out from mili- 
tary iieadiiuarters, in order to counter- 
act the unofficial news ami to encourage 
the Spanish residents. 

In the town of Sahanilla on Monday, 
while a party of jjlaiitados were looting 
st9res and terrori?:ing tiie citizens, a 
eonipany of ref^ular Cuban cavalry dash- 
ed into the i>lace antl, callint; upon the 
mayor and citizens to co-operate wiih 
them, captured tlie marauders and 
promptly lynched them on tlie outskirts 
of the place. 

From Cardenas comes tlie news that 
a majority of the able-bodied men of the 
outlying town of La Guinallas, led by 
the mayor, liavo risen against the gov- 
ernment, openly declaring lor tlii' re- 
luiblic. Troopa have been sent from 
Cardenas to at,tack them. I'^ive .Spanish 
forts around the town o; .Macuaga, jn-ov- 
ince of i\h'.t,Hnzas, have been captured 
during the week by Lacret's Cuban 
forces. 

(ien. i-nis Pondo said in an interview 
that he had come to Havana in obedi- 
ence to the orders of his superiors to net 
as coadjutor to Gen. ^[arin, in the tem- 
porary command in Cuba pending the 
arrival of Gen. Woyler, wlien Gen. An- 
dello will be succeeded by Gen. Suarez 
Valdez. Gen. Pando announced himself 
in favor of concentrating and strength- 
ening bis forces in the province of Pinar 
del Bio. He spoke in the highest terms 
of the bravery and courage ofthe Sjian- 
ish troojis in his command. He says 
tliat no troops in the world could have 
l.iehaved better or accomplished more un- 
der the circumstances. Gen. Pando 
claims that if the insurgents can be 
driven to fight a pitched battle, the 
!-^pariiards will defeat them in sliort or- 
der, even though the enemy may be in 
large luunlxirs. 

Concerning the advance of the insur- 
gent army under Jfaceo and Kabi, Gen. 
Pando says that they have been engaged 
seven times with the y])aniards since 
they entered the province of Santa Clara 
and a considerable portion of their war 
material has been either captured or 
lost en route. Gen. Pondo refused to 
discuss the plans lilcelv to be adopted l>y 
the Spanish commanders in the future 
for the suppression of the insurrection, 
but lie is confident of the success of the 
Spanish army when ojierations are re- 
sumed by Gen. Weyler. It is reported 
here that Gomez is sullering from ill- 
ness. 

Nkw Yn: Jan. 2-1.— A dispatch to 
the World from Havana says: The 
commander of the Spanish forces sta- 
tioned at Coli'ii rejiorts that he had an 
engagement with rebels yesterday and 
eai)ture.l ten. Among the priBoners 
were the leaders, .Aran<lallo .hicinto and 
CoUado. 

The rebel leader known as "El ^le.xi- 
cano" was killed in a skirmish at the 
Saoleta sugar plantation, owned by At- 
kins, of Boston. It is reported that he 
has been identified as Catorino Garza, 
the noted bandit, who was long tlie ter- 
ror of the Mexican border, and came to 
Cuba to take j art in the revolution. 

Madc.iI', Jan. L'l, — Maximo Gomez by 
a rapid movement approached within 
liiteen kilometers of Havana. Gen. 
Marin was on the alert and made a sor- 
tie at i; i ''clock this morning, lie sur- 
prised tlie insurgents, who withdrew in 
conhision in the direction ol Tapasto. 

I'lrrsm-iu,, Jan. 24. — Sylvester Seovel, 
stair correspondent of the Pittsburg Dis- 
]jatch, who was recently ordered from 
Havana for having visited the canijjs of 
the patriot ai iiiy, has caused an iijjroar 
iu Havana. Scovel has made his escape 
from Havana, having eluded the Spanish 
guards who were deputed to carry out 
the edict of deportation, and is believed 
to be once more with the army of (Jen. 
Ma.\imo Gomez? This afternoon the 
IMspatcli received .a telegram from Sec-' 
retary ( >ln"-y at Washington City, an- 
nouncing the receipt of a message from 
Consul (.ieiieral Williams, slating that 
.Seovel had escaped and was supposed, to 
liave returned to the insurgent Unes.

IN DESPERATE CONDITION. 

Cuban Insurgent Leader Gomez Decl.-<red by 
Fbysicians to Have Only Two Months' 
Lease of Life. 

Hav.vna, .Tail. — I'^ir some time re- 
ports have fieen circulated to the effect 
that General Goiness, commander in chief 
■of the insurgents, was sufl'ering from a 
wound and was seriously ill with fever. 
Information derived from a trustworthy 
source contirms t'le report that he is 
very ill. It is stated that the physicians 
in alten(iance held a coiiHiiltatioii and 
diagnosed the case as an ndvanciid stage 
•of consumption, complicated with fever. 

It is further stated that the pliysi- 
ciaiis have come to the conclusion that 
he can live only about two months 
longer. These statements have caused 
considerable alarm amongst tiie insur- 
.gents and their other friends, as, oven 
though the reports of his condition may 
be exaggerated to some' degree, they be- 
lieve the main facts are as stated. 

General Gomez is getting little rest 
now, day or night. The .'^iianiards no 
isooner locate his forces than troops are 
seat against him, and the usual skirmish 
and retreat of tlie insurgents follow. 



MR. LAURIER M.VDE A MISTAKE. 

(From till! Monlrcul Oiizetto.) 
Mr. Laurier was not quite accurate in 
his statement, in the House of Com- 
mons, that tlie Court of Appeals had re- 
versed the sentence of disqualification, 
passed uiion Mr. McSliane, M.P.,in con- 
nection with the l,aprairi(! contestotl 
election. The case came before the 
Court of ijueen's Ijench in appeal, on a 
petiti(,>ii from Mr. iMcShane's counsel to 
order the Clerk of the Court of Keview 
to issue a writ of appeal against the 
jrtdgment disiiualil'yiiig the [iiesent 
member for. Montreal Centre. The 
facts of the bribery and intimidation 
were not gone into — were notiiiiiues- 
tion. The point in issue was whether 
the sentence should have been pro- 
nounced by a judge of the .Superior 
court, or by three judges of the 
court, sitting as an election 
tribunal. To (piote Chief Justice 
Dorion's words, "The question comes to 
this: la this condemnation against Mc- 
Sliane a matter arising out of the elec- 
tion ])etition, or a matter reijuiriiig the 
determination of the Court of Keview? 

The (Question is one of great 

difliculty, and there is a great cical to be 
siiid on both siites. The other [larties 
interested have nut been heard. . . . 
The case is surrounded witli such ditli- 
eulties that we think we should nut <le- 
prive the party of his right of ajipeal. 
We order the writ to issue undor all re- 
serve, so that botlf parties may be 
heard, and then we will determine 
whether an appeal can be entertained. 
It is a question of jurisdiction 
— whether the .'Superior Court 
had jurisdiction or whether the Court 
of Review had jurisdiction. We do not 
{;xpress any opinion now. We merely 
express our doubt, and say that this 
doubt ought to be elucidated." The 
clerk of the Court of lieview wa.^, there- 
fore, ordered to issue a writ of a|ipeal, 
the Chief .lustice declaring, however, 
that the ollicial's former act in refusing 
to do this was quite jiistilietl. The case 
did not come before the Court of Aj^jieal 
for argument by both sides, on its merits. 
It reats-wliere it was left by the Chief 
Justice's decision. It is a somewhat 
peculiar situation that is thus created, 
and a number of legal view's might be 
taken of it. None of these, however, 
would hold that the Court of Appeals re- 
versed the condemnation Mr. McShane 
complained again.st,.

Wasiiixotox, Jan. 24.— The house 
committee on commerce gave a hearin;,' 
to-day to Col. S)iaiildini,', who is work- 
ini; in the interests of the I'acillc^ cable 
company of New Jersey, so called be- 
cause it has been incorjiorated by that 
state.

The re'tum of Sir Charles Tupper to 
the iwlitical arenrf of the Dominion is 
most distasteful to the Grits. They 
know that he Is an astute politician and 
a powerful debater. He is, besides, a 
man of great force of character. The)' 
see alieaily tliat he has L,'iveii new lifu to 
the Conservative party, and thev tire 
consctiiiently angry and disappointed' 
They have not sutficient self-iestraiiit to 
conceal their feeUngs. Sir Charles Tup- 
per is spitefully attacked by the Grit 
si)cakers in the House of Commons, ixnd 
the Grit newspapers have set i;p tliu old 
chorus of vilitication. These latter 
ought to know by this time that they 
are disgnicing themselves and lowering 
the tone of the press of Canada in vain. 
If detraction and vilification could have 
killed a statesman of Sir Chas. Topper's 
character and ability, he would have 
been a dead man thirty yeiirs ago and 
more. Sir John A. Mticdonald and he 
•were for m.my years the best abused 
men in British North Ainert(!a. before 
confederation the fiil)eral stump orittoi s 
and newspapers in Nova Scotia were 
never tired of slandeiinji " Dr. Tupper " 
and the neform politicians and tiie lie- 
form press directed a constant stream ol 
vilification and detraction iigainst ,Iohn 
A. Maedonald. After tlie nnion tliese 
two eiiiiiieiit statesmen were the targets 
on which Grit scribblers and Grit 
spouters in all parts of the Dominion 
tried their skill. But the two veteruns 
survived all the attacks of all their ene- 
mies, great and small. Jlore than tiiat, 
while they were the objects of measure- 
less abuse and calnmny, they grew in re- 
putation ami inci-eased in inllueiice un- 
til thev were admitted on all hands to be 
tlie two foremost men of the Dominion. 
Do the evils-peakers, liars and slander- 
ers of the Opposition ex])ect to prevail 
against a man who has won a great repu- 
tation and climbed to the hiiriicst posi- 
tion in tlie state while he was being 
fii'i<.'ely assailed (in every liai)d by ene- 
mies of all caliljres, scii'ts and sizes',' if 
they ilo their minds nmst be so disor- 
dered by political hate and partisan pre- 
judice as to be incapable of reasoning. 

Would it not be better for them, for 
their party and for the reputation of 
Canada if they wo'.dd make uj) their 
minds to behave themselves decently in 
the presence ol' Sir Cbarle.-- Tupper. and 
use language with regard lo him that re- 
spectable Canadians would not be 
ashamed to hear and to read. Discour- 
tesy and incivility have hitherto been 
worse than useless in destroying Sir 
Charles Topper's reputation and in re- 
tarding his advancement. Why then 
not try politeness and civility? 



ANOTHER DODGE. 

It is evident that tlie demand fur a 
vommissioh to inquire into the Manitoba 
school question is nothing more than a 
pretext for delay — a tiodge to enable "Sir. 
Laiirler and his followers to j)ut oil' de- 
olarintr themselves on the question until 
after the general election The Govern- 
ment of Manitoba have declared that the 
minority suffer no injury and they re- 
fuse positively to oven consider their 
case. Will a commission of iiaiuiry en- 
lighttui them on the subject? They 
know all about it already. It has been 
before them in dillerent forms for more 
than live years. The ignorance of the 
Manitobiiu who is notnowoosted on the 
school question of his province must be 
indeed invincible. Yet without the 
consent of the Mairitobana nothing i;an 
be ilone towards settling the question 
aniii'ably. 

l\v(Mi i! the labors of a commission 
should result in j)laciiig more informa- 
tion before the people of the Dominion 



outside Manitoba than is access- 
ible now, which is very 
questionable, what good would 
it do, what useful purpose would it 
serve? Atrcordiiig t<> the' non-interfei- 
ence jiarty nothing call be done in the 
matter without the free consent of the 
people of Manitoba. But they have al- 
ready made up their minds, and they 
have sigiiilied their decision very clear- 
ly. The findings of a commission, even 
if they arrived at u tinding, would have 
no elTecl on them. If the Manitobans 
were W'illing to compromise, if they were 
ready to make concessionB to the minor- 
ity, it would not have taken them live 
years and more to make up their minds 
as to what those concessions should be 
anil how far they should extend. IJut 
they have as yet made no sign ; lliey 
have been very far indeed from holding 
out the olive branch to the minority. 
They have done just the opposite. They 
have taken a stand and have said as 
plainly as words and actions ean say it, 
" Ifere ve are aqd here we intend to 
remain." 

In view of all that has becir done 
and all that has been left Undone, it is 
plain to every unprejudiced person that 
Mr. Laurier's talk about a commission 
is nothing more than a device to gain 
time. If he can iJostpoiie taking decided 
action until after the general election he 
will have scored many points in tlie 
game which he is playing.

NOT J MASCOT. 

It is no wonder that Sir liichard Cart- 
wright is feareil by his fi'iends aiid bit- 
terly hated by his opponents. J lis acrid 
criticism makes enemies of men who 
might by fair speech and good treatment 
become friends, and his ill-timed gibes 
and malignant sarcasms increaseand in- 
tensify tiie antugonisin of opponents. 
His alnise of Nova .Seotians the other 
day is worth a thousand votes to Sir 
Charles Tupper, and will do more to 
damage the cause of the Liberals in 
Nova Scotia at the coming general elec- 
tions than all the smooth and flattering 
speeches of Liberal orators can do to 
recommend it to the people. Ho said 
that Xova Scotia is the tlry nurse of 
boodlers. There is hardly an elector in 
the province who w'ill not regartl that 
taunt of Sir Richard Cartwright as a 
personal affront. 

Sir Richard is no friend of the sreiall 
and distant i)rovinces. He has spoken 
of them as shreds and patches of ihe 
Dominion, and has shown a great un- 
willingness to do them justice. The 
consequence is that there is no man in 
the Dominion so cordially disliked in 
the smaller provinces east and west as 
the Knight of the Dismal Countenance. 
There was an unpleasant scene in the 
House of Commons on Friday, the 17th 
inst., idiietly caused by Sir Richard's 
libel on Xova Scotia and his iiiijustili- 
able personalities. 



.1 LEVEL HEAD. 

One of the best informed and the iiKjst 
capable of the jounuilists of the present 
day, in cither Europe or America, is Mr. 
George W, Smalley, He is a close and 
an acute observer of what is going on in 
the world, and is perhaps as capable of 
discerning the tendency of the time as 
any newspaper man living. Mr. Smal- 
ley, hearing the cry that was lately rais- 
ed about the isolation of Great Jiritain, 
and seeing the predictions that were 
ventured by a host of excited journalists 
and politicians, did not join in the np- 
roar and was not moved by the agitation 
and the clamor in the slightest degree. 
He kept his head and was able to reason 
coolly and dispassionately on the situa- 
tion. The conclusions bearrived at were 
very dillerent indetMl from those' whi(!h 
the quidnuncs and tlie alarmists had 
formed in such hot haste. It is evi<lent 
from his tone that he regards the men 
who were doing their utmost to dispar- 
age England and to faiae a war scare 
with good-humored contempt. This is 
hciw ho expressed himself in a letter to 
the Now York Herald when the alarm- 
ists win-i' liusiesl and when the enemies 
of I Irrat llritiiiii were loudest in their 
i:xpi-essions of dislike aiul (httract ion : 

There has been a great deal of positive 
talk linring the week of a Continental 
conlition against Kngland. The evidence 
of such a coalition is Hiill to see];. It is 
not enough to allegi! tlial khigland is dis- 
liked. No doubt she is disliked, as any 
strong and successful Power. with a con- 
tinuing and string and successful foreign 
policy is disliked. But combinations of 
Continental Powers are not based on 
likes or dislikes. Th.ey are based on in- 
terests, on calculation, on the probabil- 
ity of attaining by that means some par- 
ticular olfject. 

Polities of sentiment or i)olitics with a 
missionary jnirpose are not ]irac,tise<l in 
iMirope. The motto of Jiismnrek, " Do 
ut Des," which may be rendered " Noth- 
ing for Nothing," holds good i'or all the 
continent. A coalition to crush lOnglaiid 
would be a crusade. It would be an at- 
tempt to dismember the British Empire. 
Before it could Ije started each Power 
concerned would insist on a definite 
agreement with each of the other Pow- 
ers as to its own share of the spoil. 

There would be long negotiations. It 
is not probable that they could long be 
carried on in Bccret, or that, if tiiey 
could, an agreement would be reached'. 
In short, the i)robabilities against a 
co.ilitinii are so many that nothing but 
evi<lence would convince any student of 
European aflaira that such coalition had, 
in fact, been formed. 

It is seen now that Mr. Smalley, writ- 
ing a fortnight ago, took a correct view 
of the situation. It is now known that 
Great ]3ritain is not an Ishmael among 
tlie nations, and that the Uritiah people 
have lost none of their warlike spirit or 
their ball-dog tenacity. . The British

time longer with luaeailamized streets. 
This would not beany great misfortune 
if the streets were well macadamized. A 
street can, on the mncadaih'principle, be 
made as smooth as a billiardltable, and 
if it is jjrojierly attended to'' It can be 
kept in that condition. 

I3ut in order to make such a street 
the system must be honestly and thor- 
oughly carried out. It will never do to 
half mact.damlze a street or even two- 
thirds macadamize it, and expect a 
street that will wear well and keep <lry 
and smooth. We trust that the City 
Council will not be satislied with streets 
little more than half linished. Such 
streets will never be in a satisfactory con- 
dition. They will, from the very first, 
be rough and unpleasant to ride over, 
and they will speedily get out of repair. 

The complaint is that the stones of the 
surface layer are much too large, and 
that there should 'le laid on to)) of them 
at least two layers more of finer metal, 
and that it be well rolled. The addi- 
tional expense, we are told, would 
not be great, but the result would 
be very different, amounting to the dif- 
ference between a poor road and a very 
good road. The gooil road would not 
only be much better than the poor road, 
but it would be cheaper. 

The city 's roadmaker, we are told, is a 
very capable man. He knows what a 
good road is and he knows bow to make 
it. All that he needs are the proper ap- 
paratus and the right material. We 
trust that the City Council will put him 
in a position to make the streets as good 
as macadam well laid can make them. 
The outlay for machinery, we are as- 
sured, will not be great and will be more 
than compensated for by the better work 
done. It is, we submit, bad economy to 
have inferior streets when they can be 
made superior by a moderate expendi- 
ture. We trust that the new Council 
will distinguish themselves and earn the 
gratitude of the citizens by giving tliera 
cleaner and better streets than they 
have had heretofore. If they do this, 
they will confer a great and lasting bene- 
fit on the city and go a very great way 
towards proving their fitness for the 
])osition in which they have been placed.

ArtlQcIal Slnrble. 

"Niue-tenths of tho marble topped 
tables and so on— what I might call fur- 
niture marble^s^n inj tbiCopnntry are 
made of artificial marble, " Baiii a man 
in tho trade. 

Thousands of tons of this meek mar- 
ble are nuide annually, and even men 
in the trade cap sgarcgly tell tho differ- 
ence between the' real aiid tho false ar- 
ticle, for the markings or marblings go 
wliolly through tho block and are not 
merely superficial. Tho basis of the 
whole is a combination of limestone and 
chalk, which, chemically treated, can 
be made of any sliado desired. Tlio ar- 
tificial marble in tho rough is placed in 
a water bath, and upon this is sprinkled 
a sort of varni.sh, consisting of sesqui- 
oxide of iron, gum and turpentine, and 
all manner of marbled designs are pro- 
duced when the turpentine is broken up 
by the addition of water. 

Any pattern of marbling can be pro- 
duced to order. Onco such pattern ap- 
pears, tho air is expelled from the block 
and tlio colors are fixed by the immer- 
sion of tho stone in sulphate and warm 
water baths, an'd then another bath of 
sulpiiate and zinc so closes up tho pores 
and hardens tho stono that it acquires 
the density of tho natural article and 
can bo cut and polished in tho same 
manner. — Atlanta Constitution.

date you must select a pattern that in 
itself makes the finish as well as the 
bolder. To do this the doily must, of 
course, take tho same shape as tbo de- 
sign, or rather tho design must suit the 
doily — that is, a wreath can be used 
upon a circular doily only. Ad oval or 
a K(iuaro must have the pattern suited 
to it. 

Tho large center cloth shown in the 
drawing is one of a sot recoutly com- 
}iloted and is embroidered in pure white 
and tender green. The clrrysanthemums 
are done in white and the leju'os, stems 
and calj'.xes in green. The color clashes 
with neither china nor flowers, lot them 
bo what tlioy will. As a matter of 
course tho same design might bo carried 
out in a dozen dilferent ways. To make 
a doily like the one given first select 
good ((ualily round thread, white linen 
of medium (juality. Have stamped upon 
it the design. Then select your colors 
and buy file floss of each shade, after 
which work the edge and from it the 
entire flower and loaf. To do this go 
over tho iiattern with care and bnttou- 
liolo finely and closely every bit that 
helps to make tho edge and must later 
be cut. In each instance use the color of 
tho leaf or petal whichever it may be. 

When so much is done, embroider 
from this edge over the entire design, 
using for all else tho familiar Kensing- 
ton stitch, which in this case must bo 
worked solid and not long and short. 
At(^r all the lU'cdlework is complete 
rinse tlie linen in mild soapsuds made 
with white soaji, again in clear water, 
and wlien partly dry iron on the under- 
side and upon a thick pad of soft flan- 
nel. Lastly cut all the buttonholed edge 
with good sharp scis.sors, when you will 
find that your doily has the effect of a 
wreath of chrysanthemums laid upon 
tho clotfi. Clare Bdnce.

After witnessing last evening's pro- 
duction of " t^uid Pro (jno" and 
" I'rizes and Blanks " Victoria theatre 
goers may 2)resi!nt their compliments to 
Vancouver and congratulate the sister 
city upon the possession, in Mr. Evan- 
Thomas and bis associate artistes, of a 
company of high class operatic enter- 
tainers to whoiii it is. a treat to listen. 
There an^ mi weak sjiuts in the 
oigaiiizatioii, and the iimterial, 
bit!; musical and dramatic, is 
of rare exi'ellema' and skilfully utilized. 
Would boiling tor a return visit during 
the course of tlie present season lie hoji- 
iiig for too much? Past niirlit's audi- 
ence was umiiiestionably tb.e most fash- 
ionable and the most ajipreeiative that 
has come within the walls of The Vic- 
toria tl lis season ; and would without a 
doubt be duiilicated should the Vancou- 
ver friends come again. 

At the outset last evening's audience 
were disposed to be friendly — a majority 
came prejiared to be good-naturedly 
blind to such defects as might be looked 
for in an amateur performance. Before 
the curtain had been up three minutes, 
however, the fact was evidenc»5d that no 
indulgence was necessary. " Quid Pro 
tjuo " was the opening jiiece — a dainty 
little sketch for two, for whicli Rutland 
Harrington and C. Bridgeman supplied 
the dialogue and Wilfred ReiKlail the 
music, in addition to which not a few 
charming songs were iiUrodueeil by both 
-Miss Warren and .Mr. lOvau-Tliomas. 
The former, as F.ady lOthel, is delight- 
fully dainty — " a Ilresden China 
shepherdess," but withal a little lady 
who enters licart and soul into the 
cliaracter that slie is for the nonce, and 
invests it with the charm of a distinctly 
winning personality. Her voice, too, is 
sweet, clear, synjpathetic and admirably 
handled; in the upper registers it is 
especially full and pleasing, but in each 
of her songs it is managed with artistic 
taste and keen appreciation of lights 
and shades. In her singing of 3Mr. A. 
Harvey's " Once," Miss Warren was 
perhaps best appreciated, tliout;h her 
other songs were notably enjoyuble as 
well, and her iluets with Mr. Evaii- 
Tliomas most attractive. .-Vs an ojieratic 
actress i\Iiss Warren will have no rivals 
in amateur ranks, as she coinliines good 
voice with distinct dramatic jierception 
and ability, and adds to these the 
crowning cliarins of grace and Vieauty 
that alone would command recog- 
nition. Mr. Evan-Thomas in the 
opening number did not liud as con- 
genial occupation as in "Prizes and 
Blanks," which followed. His Lord 
Arthur was, however, a typical charac- 
ter and characteristic, Mihile his rich bass 
voice was heard in lialf a dozen good 
solos, including the verj' tunefill " De- 
vout Lover" (Maude M. White). This 
wasHung with fine expression and com- 
manded, as it received, the most en- 
thusiastic filaudits. Encores were as a 
matter of fact insisted upon on the con- 
clusion of each nuisic-al niniilier, and 
were in each case resiionded to with 
graceful cunrtesy. 

"I'l izes ami Blanks," though it took 
Miss Warren from her friends the audi- 
ence, gave four new ]ieople tojtlie stage, 
each of whom was welcome. iVIr. .■\ubrey 
Roiinsefell as ■"Wormwood," the law- 
yer's clerk, made a hit instaiitiuieously 
and subseijuently demonstrated con- 
clusively liis marked aptitude lor 
eccentric comedy. His make-up, his 
clever acting of the difficult role, his 
facial play, his voice — everytliing testi- 
fied to a thorough conception of the part. 
Mrs. Bnntzen made a coquettish and 
winsome Susan, her sjieaking voice hav- 
ing the spice of a most attructive dialect 
and her soiigshcinggiven with good voice 
andexpression. Miss liertba Darrellacted 
the part of Mrs. Corset the dressmaker, 
most aiaieptably, sang in rich contralto 
and (piite captivale(l the house with her 
clever dancing. 1 !er singing ol "Sweet 
Hojie,'' a song written esjieeiallv lor her 
by lier husband, .Mrs." C. .1. 
Spry-Palmer, was enthusiastically re- 
ceived, as was also !ier tr<'at- 
iiient of " Coming Thro' the Rye." .Mr. 
Palmer tilled a small jiart. that of the 
sailor lover, but incidentally made one 
of the great hits of the evwiing, his hue 
tenor voice lending new beauties to 
"The Death o5 Nelson," and raising the 
audience to a pitch of enthusiasm that 
found but inadequate expression 
in hearty and long-prolonged 
cheers.

alike fully appreciated. "Under the 
Almond Tree " (A. Delbrook) was intro- 
duced most skilfully and proved a tune- 
ful song, deserving of long popularity.

TRADE WITH JAPAN. 

British Columbia Miglit Selid More of Its 
Products— J a p a n e s e I iiimlBration 
Discussed by Mr. Nosse. 

T. Xosse, His Iniiierial Jaiianese ^la- 
jesty's consul, has been speiuling a few 
days in Victoria. In conversation yes- 
terday, he pointed out that there was a 
good market in .Japan for several of the 
products of British Columbia. A trial 
shipment of B. C. a^iples made last fall 
gave great satisfaction, the fruit being 
pronounced superior to that of Califor- 
nia, from w hich State Japan's chief sup- 
jily of importediruit js seut. Butter and 
cheese are now broueht in from 
Denmark, but might ' better be sup- 
plied from here, the steamships 
furnishing oasy coiiimuuication. If iron 
and steel reduction woi-ks were in ofiera- 
tion here, .Tapan wonlil be a large; cus- 
tomer lor pig iron and plates, her ini- 
liiirts in this line from various sources 
last year having amounted to ^ 10,()0(»,000. 

Consul .\osse also referred to the 
pleasant relations existing between Thig- 
land and .Japan, and trusteci that these 
would continue to their mutual ailvan- 
tage. Cuniplicatioiis in Korea, owing 
to liussiaii aggression, might, in the 
near future, draw them nearer together 
because of their common interest in see- 
ing that Russia did not obtain possession 
of a portion of the Korean coast. Consul 
Nosse regretted to hear that there 
was a possibility of some action 
being taken during the present session 
of the lepalature in reference to Jajiau- 
ese immigration. In the recent treaty 
with England, Japan had been placed 
upon the same footing as other first- 
class peoples in resjioct to the favored 
nation clau.se. It was not .Lilian's 
desire to see a large emigration of its 
citizens to this or othei' count ries. Me 
was himself 'igainst the .lapanese com- 
ing here in mini hers, and on more than 
one occasion had made strong repre- 
sentations to his government in the mat- 
ter, urging that no further passpoi ts be 
issued to .rapaiiese coniiiig to this jiro- 
vince. He had so far succeeded in this 
that very few .Japanese bad lately come 
lieie, neither the government nor 
themselves desiring that they should 
go where they were disliked. While 
this was the case, the Japanese was an 
excellent Immigrant, for he conformed 
to the customs of the country, in tiress 
and living, and spent what he earned as 
rapidly as it was made. At the present 
time, Mr Nosse stated, there were 
not more than (iOO .lapauese in British 
Columbia. Of these about L'SO were at 
Coniox, Jl'O at Stevcston, (iO in Victoria, 
.50 in Vancouver, 50 on the Skeena, oOon 
Salt Spring Island and the remainder 
scattered over the province. 

While not desiring emigration from 
its shores, Jaiiau would resent the pass- 
age of any measure against its people, 
such as Mr. Nosse had heard was in con- 
templation. As he had before said, 
,Iapan was on equal terms with other na- 
tions, and it would be a pity to promote 
even in a small way any discord in the 
pleasant relations now existing between 
Japan and England.

A meeting of the school trustees of the 
city aud district, called by the secretary 
of the Cedar Hill board, was held in the 
city council chamber hist evening. 
There were present Messrs. C. Hayward, 
J. S. Vates, R. h. SIcMicking," J. B. 
l.ovell ami A. L. l3olyea, Victoria; Mr. 
SonimerB, Gordon Head ; Munroe Miller, 
.lolm Learning and J. J. Bussell, Cedar 
Hill ; I'Vank Burrill and A. H. Harman, 
Oak Bay ; W. Rowlands, Graigflower ; T. 
Speed and J. P. Hancock, Tolmie school. 

Mr. .Munroe Miller w'as appointed 
chairman and I\Ir. B. Williams secre- 
tary. The Cliairnian explained how it 
came that the meeting .hail been called, 
the Cedar Hill board having resolved 
that united action on tliejiartof the dis- 
trict trustees would jiromote the cause 
of education, and therefore decided to 
hold this meeting and invito the Vic- 
toria city board to attend also. They 
had nothing specific to suggest, except 
that he and the other trustess^ had 
amongst themselves come to the coiiclu- 
sioii that it would have the ellect of 
iliuiinishiug th(> complaint about the 
coat of education if certain lands were 
set apart for school purposes. 

" ri.U.Ml'I.VO " .\T ELBCTTOSS. 

Mr. Hayward, to set the ball rolling, 
referred to the fact that at the recent 
election of four trustees in this city, a 
great number of persons voted for only 
one or two of the candidates. He thought 
that everyone who voted should mark 
his liallot ffu- the full iiuinLier to be 
elected, and that it would be a good 
idea if the law were amended so as to 
invalidate ballots not fully marked. 

Mr. Yatcii agreed with what Jlr. Hay- 
ward had said, as the ellect of voting for 
only one or two persons when four are to 
be elected might very well bo to elect a 
weak man for wliom his friends had 
voted exclusively. 

Mr. Belyea thought that if a man 
were compelled to vote for the full num- 
ber of candidates to be elected , if [o r an v 
reason he did not feel like supporting 
that number of those nominated, he 
probably would not vote at all, 

iMr. Burrill and ."\Ir. llarinaii also did 
Hot approve of th,-; suggestion; neither 
did Mr. Leaniiiig, who held that a man 
should not be compelled to vote against 
his conscience. 

LAXD IlESF.nVE FOR KDUCATIOX. 

The iliscussion ending without any 
motion, and no one having any other 
suggestion to oH'er, the Chairman asked 
consideration of a petition which he had 

! prepared, addressed to the Minister of 

i iMlucation, as follows: 

1 " Whereas all the high schools of the 
lu'oviiice of British Columbia are located 
in cities and governed by school boards 
elected by cities; mid whereas said 
school boards are authorized by the 
school act to charge a tuition fee to all 
scholars attending the high schools, and 
your petitioners fear thatduringtlie pres- 
ent depression and stringency the city 
boards may avail themselves of the 
authority contained in tlie act; and 
whereas your petitioners wish to point 
out; the iiardships that people of the 
rural districts will have to endure should 
the high schools bcaronie anything but a 
free public institution, to wit: Not only 
will they have to meet the exjiense of 
maintaining and supjiortiiig their chil- 
dren away from home, but tuition feijs as 
well, and to remind you that the present 
stringency and depression has fallen no 
less heavily upon the rural districts than 
upon the cities ; and whilst your peti- 
tioners are willing to make every "self- 

I sacrilice in order that their children 
may be educated, they are constrained 
to admit that obstacles may be raised 
which they cannot surmount through 

I financial inability: 

j "Vour petitioners therefore humbly 
I pray that you, as Ministerof Education, 
I will introduce a bill having for its ob- 
I ject the i-etting aside of a portion of the 
i public domain, or such (|uaiitities an- 
Imiallyasyou may think lit; such lands 
I to be known and designateil school 
j lands, all revenues to be derived there- 
: from shall be apjilied to educational 
I purposes, so that, thereby, not only 
I may the lower grade schools be benelit- 
! ed and assured, but the Denefits of the 
I higher grades, as taught in the high 
I schools, be secured to all who pass the 
I necessary examination, free and with- 
out prii e, beyond jieradventure." 

The real object of the petition, Mr. 
Miller said, was to secure that the liigli 
schools shall be free in p('i peiuity, and 
that ill case the school boards are eon- 
strained to impose a fee the government, 
having a reserve out of the revenue 
from school lands, can come to their as- 
sistance. 

I\Ir. Hayward showed that the cost of 
education in ^'ictoria last year bad 
been $17.7;) jier pupil, of which the 
government contributed only *10, the 
city jiaying $.S7.7<J. He thought it only 
reasonable to assume tliat the city will 
not always be content to pay this pro- 
portion of the cost of the education of 
children from the district. 

The Chairman remarked that this 
argument verged on communism and 
anarchy, because, he asked, what had 
made the property in the cities so valu- 
able that it paid tfiis proportion of the 
school tax. 

Mr. P.cilyea iiuiuired what is the cost 
of education in the rural districts, and 
who pays it. 

The t;iiairmaii answered that the cost 
is $13.50 per head, all of which is paid by 
the governnieiit. 

]Mr. lielyea pointed out that the dis- 
tricts aiM! (beietore ifJt.rjO ahead of the 
cities, which get butif 10 jier head. He 
could not agree with the reasons given 
for the ]ietitiori, wlialever bis opinion 
might bo of its object, for lie pointed out
